Marshall's 
Appointment 
Goes Through

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Presi- 


dents have appointed four Jews 
and six Catholics to the Supreme 
Court. But none has ever named 
a Negro to' this highest tribunal1. 


The closest to that for a Negro 


has been the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. One is there now, Judge 
William Hastie on the' appellate 
bench in Philadelphia. Today an- 
other comes before the Senate for 
approval. 


He is Thwrgood Marshall, whom 


President 
Kennedy 
appointed 


over a year ago to the U.S. 2nd 
Circuit Court «f Appeals, which 


rvea New York, Connecticut 


and Vermont, Marshall has led a 
dedicated life 


Since the 1930s—as chief coun 


sel for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People—he has steered this na- 
tion's most famous racial deseg- 
regation cases to success in the 
Supreme Court. 


Jt was a long, historic fight. It 


made possible the more direct ac- 
tion being taken today in the 
South by Negroes and whites i^ 
freedom rides), passive resistance 
and other forms of protest against 
racial segregation. 


Almost certainly these protests 


would have been impossible with- 
out the work done by Marshall 
and the tiAAOf. Ironically, some 
an.ti-segreigationi«fei today se'em to 
think the Marshall-NAACP tactics 
are ta stow, too negative. 


Kennedy warned Mat-shall to the 


?nd Circuit Court on Sept. 23, 
1961.. It) was a cinch he! would run 
into some bottlenecks, before he 
got approval, in a Senate where 
Southern Democrats hold power- 
ful positions. 


.The1 Senate quit for 1961 with

out acting on &e Marshall nomi- 
nation. On Oct. 23, President Ken- 
nedy gave Marshall an interim 
appointment, which put him oq

.urned this year. 


From January until last week

Carolina Democrat, pro- 


onged consideration of Marshall 
until finally Kennedy and North- 
ern liberals protested. 


Last week the full committee, 


leaded by Sen. James Eastland, 
Mississippi Democrat, approved 
Marshall. The vote was 11 to 4, 
Four Southern Democrats voted 
against. 


Then the nomination w^nt to 


the full Senate for approval or 
disapproval and, no doubt, de- 
bate. 


The fight Marshall made had 


ts immediate rtoots in I960' when 
the Supreme Court made racial 
segregation in the United Stales 
official with a decision which said 
it was all right to segregate Ne- 
groes in public places provided 
t'he treatment they got' was equal 
to that given whites. 


As history showed, the treat- 


ment Negroes got turned out to 
be anything but equal. 


In a country which prides itself 


on equal justice under law, Ne^ 
g'roes in view of that' 1948 court 
verdict, could take one of two 
courses: 
direct 
action — even 


though peaceful—in the form of 
demonstrations or passive resist- 
ance. Or, fighting in the courts 
in hope of overturning eventually 
the' decision' of 1946.. 


Marshall and the NAACP toolt 


the 
road 
through the courts, 


knowing it would be a long, case- 
by-case struggle, based on the 
idea of chipping away at the 1869 
verdict by repeated victories in 
a later Supreme Court. 


This was not a fantasy. If the 


Supreme Court in the end re- 
versed the ruling of 189 it would 
not be the first time in history 
that the court had done that to 
itself. 


So Marshall began the journey 


through the courts, fighting seg-

The large inflow of individual 


savings into the funds and then

Statisticians say that the buying 


and selling polities of the mutual 
funds, and even more of the pen 
sion funds, are giving the market 
a new look.

Mutual fund managers stoutly 


rejected any implication that the 
operation of the funds hasn't been 
to the best interest of their share- 
holders, or that their stock mar- 
ket activities caused the price 
breaks in May and June or the 
dawdling of the market in recenl 
days.

Vito Natrella, assistant director of 
the SEC division of trading and 
exchanges.
